new kind of examinations have been 
put into use that reveal whether 
the classes and groups are ahead of 
standard or behind. 
An Educationometer 
What kind of yardstick can you 
put on the senior class, and tell just 
to how many notches up or down 
they know what it is all 
about? 
This way. 
Suppose 150,000 ran­ 
dom-picked 
twelve-year-old 
boys 
were measured and weighed, 
and 
the averages 
figured. 
Then 
by 
measuring Junior, you could tell if \ 
he were over or 
under 
average 
height and weight. This might not 
mean anything in 
Juniors 
own 
case, for he may be just like his 
parents and perfect!} natural and 
healthy as he is. 
But if 150 boys 
of a particular kind of neighbor­ 
hood, orphans, negroes, delinquent 
or 
anyway 
clearly 
marked 
off, 
should be two inches under average 
height, and weighing eight pounds 
under common, it surely would 
mean something. 
H ow Made 
Something like that is now done 
to measure how high up in educa­ 
tion and ability a school class is at 
any one time. 
A certain test in 
reading was given to 130,000 high 
school pupils by October, 1020. and 
it was found how many words a 
minute they read on tho average; 
and by figures, how well they took 
it in. 
In about the same way, the 
keenest tests in arithmetic, gram­ 
mar, and other subjects have been 
given to hundieds of thousands of 
high school pupils all 
over 
the 
United States; and for each of the 
four years, they “have the number’' 
of the general run of 
freshmen, 
sophomores, juniors and seniors, in 
each study. 
To make these “standard tests,’ 
as they are called, strictly uniform 
and accurate, each test is to be done 
in a certain number of minutes. 
Now we have the yardstick, and 
know just what the seniors of Ar­ 
lington Heights high school must 
measure up to to he average. Mind 
you, it is the class we are talking 
of, hares and tortoises ail together. 
For high school seniors of the na­ 
tion in the Monroe Silent reading 
test, the average rate of reading is 
104 words per minute, 
and 
the 
“Comprehension score,” (from ans­ 
wers to questions to find out how 
much they got straight, these ques­ 
tions given so many points on the 
final score), is 33.1. 
Yardstick on Seniors 
Now page the senior class of the 
Arlington Heights high school. 
They were given the test last 
week, reading paragiaphs as far 
as they could get with it till “time 
up” was called and answering at 
the same time a test question on 
each paragraph to see if what they 
read meant anything to them or 
not. 
. 
How Seniors Hid 
The class read along on an aver­ 
age of 85 words per minute; the 
checking or writing of right ans- 
wers made a score of 34. I his class 
vs a whole, then, reads ii bit slow­ 
ly but understands what it reads as 
well 
as 
the 
average 
senior 
pupil. 
Some did a great deal b it­ 
ter than others; one boy read 151 
words per minute and had a score 
of 75 for grasping what he read. No 
doubt but what he is way ahead of 
his class. 
But others w no did not 
do so well may have Peen tempor­ 
arily indisposed or disturbed, and 
it would take many such tests and 
keen analysis to tak»* a sine meas­ 
ure for each one pupil. 
But there 
is no doubt at all as to justwhm<* 
the vMiole class stood when it took 
that test. 
And the principal ami teachers 
know a lot better than they could 
otherwise, just what kind of a class 
they have and what to do with them 
to help them.

Now the juniors. They did even 
better.

Good for the juniors of the ^ A r­ 
lington Heights high school. They 
ran up an average score of 109

score of 32 on this standard test. 
One girl made ISI words a minute 
and her understanding was up to 
05 points. Quite a number of oth­ 
ers read as rapidly as she, but did 
not grasp the meaning as clearly.
